In  urging  more  interest  in 
knowledge  and  the  aesthetic 
value  of  learning.  Dr.  Hildebrand 
stated  that  the  man  who  benefits 
mankind  most  usually  improves 
his  mind  in  solitude. 

The  learner  must  be  discrim- 
inant in  the  selection  of  his  stud- 
ies so  that  he  gains  ‘Jive  ’ know- 
ledge that  will  be  of  benefit  in 
his  life,  and  not  become  con- 
sumed in  the  absorption  of  dead 
and  useless  knowledge. 

The  student  who  memorizes 
bare  facts  usually  gains  little  but 
mental  exercise  warned  Dr. 
Hildebrand.  “The  mind  must  not 
be  vacant,  but  it  must  not  be  just 
a container  that  one  might  leave 
the  lid  off  of  and  let  anything 
fall  in,”  said  the  speaker. 

“The  educated  person  must 
strive  for  knowledge  not  only  for 
the  personal  satisfaction  of  hav- 
ing something  of  useful  value, 
but  for  intrinsic  value  of  know- 
ledge itself,”  continued  the  re- 
nowned scientist. 

Dr.  Hildebrand  related  the 
important  experiment  of  his  life. 
When  in  high  school  he  disprov- ' 
ed  a scientific  theory  put  for- 
ward by  a Harvard  professor.  I 
The  importance  of  the  discovery 
was  not  scientific  in  nature.  It’s 
value  as  a more  perfect  know- 
ledge gained  by  a high  school 
youth  by  simple  experiment 
made  a lasting  impression,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Hildebrand. 

Encouraging  study  of  science 
for  science’s  sake.  Dr.  Hilde- 
brand tempted  the  students  in 
attendance  by  stating  ”It’s  fun  to 
occupy  the  mind  with  good 
things,  and  all  good  students 
should  do  so.”

Approximately  30  percent  of 
BYU  students  carried  Blue  Cross 
Blue  Shield  insurance  during  fall 
quarter  and  20  percent  during 
winter  quarter.

National  Collegiate  Poll  Shows 
Studentbody  Govt.  Apathy 


MINNEAPOLIS— (ACP)— By  a slight  margin,  students 
who  are  dissatisfied  with  their  student  government  outweigh 
those  who  express  satisfaction  with  the  job  their  student  gov- 
ernment  is  doing. 

Responses  to  a question  in  a recent  Associated  Collegiate 
Press  National  Poll  of  Student  Opinion  survey  indicate  that  45 
per  cent  of  the  students  interviewed  expressed  dissatisfaction 
while  38  per  cent  said  they  were  satisfied.  A rather  substantial 
proportion — 17  per  cent — had  no  opinion  on  the  issue. 

These  results  were  obtained  in  answer  to  the  question; 

“In  general,  would  you  say  you  are  satisfied  with  the 
Job  your  student  government  is  doing,  or  would  you  say 
you  are  dissatisfied?” 

This  query  was  put  to  a representative  cross-section  of 
. American  college  students  by  student  interviewers  on  campuses 
I in  every  part  of  the  United  States. 

In  general,  college  men  are  more  dissatisfied  then  coeds. 

• Nearly  two  out  of  three  of  the  men  interviewed  expressed  dis- 
satisfaction, while  less  than  one  out  of  three  of  the  coeds  agreed. 

! Over  half  of  the  coeds  said  they  were  satisfied,  but  only  slightly 
i more  than  a fifth  of  the  men  were.
